of companies fot supplying Victoria with clams. 
Itiis an ill wind:that blows nobody good ; and if 
this beef diffienlty produces’ no other result it 
may tetid to the developement of this, one of Vie- 
totia’s chief respurces. But, what is of vital 
importance to) of British:Columbia, this in- 
tetruption, how brief oneyer it may prove, ought 
to teach our pedple the folly of depending npon 
@ foreign neigh 
dantly able to produce ourselyes. . In looking 
over our importations for last year we find. that 
within a sinall fraction of one million of dollars 
went out from this Colony alone for the purchase 
of live stock in:the neighboring Territory. With 
all the facilities: possessed by our neighbors, what 
js to hinder us fo raise our own stock, 80 that, it 
would be out of their power to stop the supply, 
and we would have the advantage of keeping so 
Jarge a sum andually in our own country, while 
we would at thé same time be devcloping the: re- 
rdureesof the Gbleny. Such a circumstance would 
‘be a hard teacher, but we would searcely regret-what 
at first sight would seem to be a dire misfortune 
if/it sould only. result in a home supply for the 
future, Here Wwe are nearly entering upon the

Bréwixe Ate ror Famuy Use.—(A. C, G.) 
It is a difficult matter to brew ale unless you 
have the proper utensils as well as some experi- 
ence. . The process is something like this : The 
malt is crushdd and placed! in the “mish tub” 
and covered with boiling water, being careful that 
eyery particle of malt is moistened. After it 
has stood an hour or two itis drawn off and 
mote boiling water is poured on to the'malt, and 
the process: repeated until you have the aimonnt 
of beer desired,.and all the ‘sugar is extitacted 
from the malt.. The liquid is then boiled for an 
ur or so, and is tlfen poured into a shallow tub 
ogre a When about milk: warm the yeast is 
added, and the beer soon commences to ‘‘work ”’ 
It is then put in a barrel, and allowed to ferntent 
for three or four days, the barrel being kept full 
so that the froth can work off. It isthen bunged 
up close, and will be yeady for use, if family 
beer, in:two or three week,-or in two months if 
ordinary ale.
